FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (Part 23) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft 
finalized by the Textile Materials for Marine/Fishing Purposes Sectional Committee TX 18 had

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded 
off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised)'. The number 
of significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified 
value in this standard. 
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GUIDE FOR FISHING GEAR 

PART 23 26.8 m TWO SEAM TRAWL 

1 SCOPE 

1.1 This standard (Part 23) prescribes guidelines for construction of 26 8 m two seam tiawl It is 
suitable for vessel having overall length of 20-28 m and H.P. 600-700. 

1.2 It is used to catch Perch, Catfish, Pomfret, Lactarius and Elasmobranchs species of fish. 

2 CONSTRUCTION 

The particulars of netting, lines and ropes, and other accessories used for construction of two seam 
type trawl are given in Tables 1, 2 and 3 when read with Fig. 1.
